Council as long as possible. The Geneva deliberations, 
though kept in a friendly tone, did not quite answer to our 
expectations. Our well-known objections to the basis of the 
World Council—“The World Council is a fellowship of 
Churches which accept our Lord Jesus Christ as God and 
Saviour”—were treated by Dr. Visser ’t Hooft in a formal 
way in that he dwelt on history of this formula and laid 
stress on the fact that 115 out of the 120 churches which have 
been invited, have accepted without any objection to the 
basis. He mentioned that some Liberal Churches had with- 
drawn or had entered conditionally. Thus it is very unlikely 
that the General Assembly in August, 1948, will change the 
basis. On the other hand there will always remain the 
possibility for Liberal Christians to serve on Committees 
working in the line of the “Life and Work” movement, i.c., 
on reconstruction work, youth leadership, study questions, 
refugees’ work and foreign affairs. | 

This result of the Geneva meeting gives rise to the follow- 
ing comments: the main thing in these problems is not the 
wording of the basis and the question whether liberal Chris- 
tians can wholeheartedly co-operate or not, but the style of 
the future World Council of Churches. Liberal Christians 
would greatly regret if the majority of the non-Roman 
Christianity, officially represented by the World Council, 
would be fettered by confessional formulas, because this 
would hamper the realisation of the Christian truth in the 
world today. On the other hand, whatever the decision of 
the General Assembly of the World Council in 1948 may be, 
Liberal Christians will always feel themselves part of Christi- 
anity as such and of the Invisible Church, though they may 
not see their way to join the World Council of Churches.
